Men's Peace, and God's 


Many men want peace without God. 
This is impossible. Dr. Britan’s articles 
in the Times on “The Program of Peace” 
show why. And a revealing comment on 
peace is made by Canon S. M. Warner, 
quoted in the Keswick Calendar. “The 
difference between the peace which the 
world gives and the peace which the Lord

gives is that the world wants to give peace 
without (in outward circumstances), 
whereas our peace is ‘peace within’ (John 
14:27). This peace is ‘within’ the heart 
—‘Let not your heart be troubled.’ It is 
peace ‘within’ the will of God — ‘Great 
peace have they which love thy law [will]’ 
(Psa. 119:165). It is peace ‘within’ the 
walls of the New Jerusalem—the city 
with golden streets, whither by grace we 
all are journeying.””’ Those who have God’s 
own peace within are safe from all the 
turmoil and confusion without.

A Marvelous Salutation 


Paul uses the same two words of 
greeting at the beginning of most of his 
Epistles. They are found so often in the 
New Testament that we are in danger of 
passing over them lightly, failing to real- 
ize their marvelous meaning. The words 
are grace and peace. Dr. W. Graham 
Scroggie calls them “two of the greatest 
words in the Christian vocabulary, and 
they tell of the action and reaction of the 
redeeming God.” Dr. Scroggie’s comment 
is richly revealing: “Grace is the cause,: 
peace is the effect; grace is the root, peace 
is the fruit; grace is the fount, peace is 
the supply; the grace is from God, the 
peace is in us; grace has its origin in 
Heaven, peace has its home in the heart; 
grace is the center from which is described 
the circle of peace; grace is the foundation 
on which is reared the palace of peace. 
Thus are the Greek and Hebrew salutations 
combined. Infinite grace! Wonderful. 
peace! How we should thank God for 
the peace of grace and the grace of. peace!”

women’s participation in Christian 

work was Mme, Justine Dalencourt, 
brought up a Roman Catholic but con- 
verted to Christ in England through the 
reading of the Bible. She identified her- 
self with the English Quakers. Returning 
to France in 1871 she held meetings for 
women in her own home at Boulogne, 
helping them to employment and relieving 
their needs. Ultimately she became a sort 
of confessor to large numbers cf women 
in trouble or perplexity. At one period 
as many as 280 came three times a week 
to her house for instruction, and on Thurs-

‘day she taught seventy little children. 


It was the time in which the McAlil 
Mission was becoming active, and Mme. 


Dalencourt soon came into intimate rela- 
tions with it as volunteer worker. And 
an indefatigable worker she proved to 
be! Beside the meetings in her home 
she made some ninety-six visits monthly 
to other homes, wrote on an average a 
hundred letters a month, distributed tracts 
at races, at military maneuvers, and on 
All Souls’ Day at the cemeteries. She 
was constantly called to regularize mar- 
riages and to legitimize children. This 
involved expense, endless legal negotiation, 
and wearisome visits to city halls, but a 
large number of these marriages turned 
out happily. Women in the provinces were 
urged by her to start home meetings sim- 
ilar to those which she carried on, and in 
this way Mme. Dalencourt mothered twenty 
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little centers which she later visited and 
upheld. 

-In her later years she. traveled much 
about France, instructing and encouraging 
the Protestants, isolated Christians in a 
densely Catholic or unbelieving popula- 
tion. Thus in 1896 she visited forty towns 
and villages; the following year, fifty. 
She addressed Sunday schools, Thursday 
schools, young girls’ associations, women’s 
meetings, mixed meetings in farmhouses, 
barns, garages, churches. The rumor went 
about that it was not a woman but a man 
in woman’s clothes, so incredible did it 
seem that a woman should speak in public. 
Profound was the silence as she explained 
to a packed assembly in a barn, with the 
bundles of straw all about, why she, a 
fervent Catholic, had left the Church of 
Rome. Speaking was not easy, yet she 
was conscious of help. “At Alais Gard 
the meeting was delightful in the sense 
that I felt wonderful composure, a flow 
of thoughts, and a new way of expressing 
them. At times I hardly seemed to know 
myself, It was certainly my own voice, 
but what I said came directly from on high, 
and I silently gave thanks.” 

Two little institutions were founded by 
her in 1888. The first was “The Praise 
Union,” which soon had over a thousand 
members. These pledged themselves on 
awaking in the morning to seek the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit in the minutest 
affairs of life; in the evening to recall the 
events of the day past, praying the Holy 
Spirit to bless the good and to avert the 
consequences of the evil; finally to go to 
sleep thinking on a text of praise. “If 
God supplies the ravens who cry to him,” 
she was wont to quote from Adolphene 
Monod, “he no doubt takes an even greater 
pleasure in the song of the lark who rises 
and sings in the clouds.” 

The second was L’Ecole Practique, a 
modest training school for Christian women, 
which she set up in her own home, a 
family of some eight or ten at a time. 
The conditions of admission were true 
conversion, strong personal conviction of 
God’s will, good health, a well-balanced 
mind, and good sense. Training was given 
in practical nursing as well as in the Bible. 
“It is not so much women of high culture 
whom God needs for his service,” she was 
wont to say. “It is before and above all 
the redeemed who draw their strength from 
communion with God and the study of his 
Word.” Remarkable was the growth in 
quality, character, and abilities of~ these 
young women. She trained 165 who be- 
came parish helpers, nurses, superintend- 
ents of homes and orphanages, and foreign 
missionaries, They had the reputation of 
being modest, obliging, and ready to put 
their hand to anything. 

Mme. Dalencourt was also active in the 
Blue Cross, an organization for the rescue 
of drunkards, and in M. Reveillaud’s work 
for priests who had been converted. The 
greater part of those who left the priest- 
hood went into industrial or civil life, but 
at least a hundred became. preachers or 
evangelists. Mme. Dalencourt was friend 
and counselor of these disoriented men.

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of Friends in the early nineteenth century 
was the French nobleman, Stephen Grellet, 
a convert from Roman Catholicism. Mme. 
Dalencourt helped to translate his life into 
French, and in recognition of this a daugh- 
ter of Grellet, living in America, left her 
a little legacy, which enabled her to buy 
a small country place at Fontaine-Lava- 
ganne, This became a rest home for poor 
and tired folk. It also provided Mme. 
Dalencourt's Paris flock with provisions, 
for this French woman was a thrifty man- 
ager after the habit of her people. “I am 
carrying home 1,312 liters of provisions, 
— pears, apples, onions, potatoes, carrots, 
besides enormous jars of various kinds of 
jam.” When the war broke upon France 
this home had to be evacuated.. Mme. 
Dalencourt placed on the table of her din- 
ing room before she left two Bibles, one 
in French, the other in German, open at 
the words, “A new commandment I give 
unto you, That ye love one another.” On 
the front door she posted: “This house 
is committed to the powerful and faithful 
care of God. Unless the Lord keep the city 
the watchman waketh in vain. May God 
bless whomsoever protects this house.” 

Then she went to Paris to help M. Paul 
Passy in the care of involuntary mothers, 
victims of the German soldiery, and their 
unwanted children. At this time she was 
seventy-six years old. In Paris she would 
watch for suitable opportunities of talking 
with women in mourning, inviting them to 
her meetings, comforting and instructing 
them. Two years later, when she was 
seventy-eight, she went out over France 
visiting twenty little centers of Christian 
teaching in twenty days, in spite of the 
war-time dislocations of trains. ‘These 
tours were full of blessing and unexpected 
happenings. 

As the war proceeded things became 
more and more dangerous in Paris. The 
Gothas were raining death on her neigh- 
borhood and the long-range Big Bertha 
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had come into action. Mme. Dalencourt 
was urged to leave the city and take refuge 
in. Brittany. She was much troubled as 
to where the course of duty lay. She 
asked for guidance. What happened is 
given in her own words: 

“Evening came. I went to bed. How 
good to be alone. One could explain, ask 
pardon for the feebleness of one’s testi- 
mony, humble oneself, rejoice in the re- 
plies received by the ear of faith. I re- 
minded my heavenly Father how, at the 
beginning of the war, at Fontaine-Lava- 
ganne, when I. did not know whether I 
ought to remain there or return to the 
capital, he had clearly shown me that I 
should go and live for him in the midst 
of his three beloved flocks in Paris. I 
entreated him to do the same for me now. 
I entered into details with him which the 
most. indulgent of friends. would surely 
have thought tedious, commonplace, or 
even assuming. They would have thought 
I considered myself indispensable to my 
sheep and lambs, or placed too great value 
on the contents of our house. One cannot 
tell everything -to every one lest one be 
misunderstood.. With Him one can! , 

“Did he blame me in. the least? On 
the contrary, he comforted me. Upon this 
I fell asleep. 

“Several hours later, about two o’clock 
on Friday morning, I was awakened gently 
as though some one touched me on the 
shoulder to announce a visit, 

“It was Jesus, my Redeemer King, who 
came to me simply full of compassion and 
without any reproach. He did not even 
ask me whether I loved him, or whether 
I believed that all power is given to him 
upon earth, or whether I realized that I 
belonged to him and that everything that 
touched my life, death, and service was his 
concern, He only asked me whether in 
all my long life,.since he favored me by 
calling me to follow him, he had ever left

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Was Spurgeon the Greatest Preacher Ever Born ? 


What was the secret of his ministry ? 








T tists were a dozen persons present 
that Sunday morning. A heavy snow 
storm had come on, and the minis- 
ter did not arrive. “A thin-looking and 
illiterate man went into the pulpit.” Preach- 
ing from Isaiah 45:22, he “managed to 
spin out ten minutes or so” and then “was 
at the end of his tether.” A sixteen-year- 
old boy was present. For months he had 
been under agony of conviction, That 
morning he saw the way of salvation — 
the agony was gone, joy began. The boy’s 
name was Charles Haddon Spurgeon — 





Spurgeon preached his first ser- 
mon, in a cottage, at the age of 
sixteen, and his text was, “Unto 
you therefore which believe He is 
precious.” He said of it, after it 
was over: “To my own delight I 
had not broken down, nor stopped 
short in the middle, nor been des- 
titute of ideas.” But he was glad 
when he saw his “way to a fair 
conclusion and to the giving out 
of the last hymn.” Thus began 
what Dr. Scroggie believes was 
“the greatest preaching ministry of 
the Christian age.”

The 
place was a moral cesspool, with 
gambling, drunkenness, immorality, 
robberies, and villainies the order 
of the day. Before he left, three 
years later, “crime had practically 
ceased, the church was filled to 
overflowing, and throughout the 
village, instead of oaths, were 
heard the Songs of Zion.”

Bites was a poor little village boy 
living in South India. His family 
were called outcasts, and. were . despised 
and oppressed by all their rich neighbors. 
They worked in the flooded rice fields 
transplanting the tiny green shoots. Dulari’s 
elder brothers helped their father, but he 
was constantly sick, and could only do light 
jobs at home.

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Revolt Against God—the Final War

ODERN history is utterly misin- 
M terpreted by those who do not real- 

ize that preparations are being made 
today for the greatest war in human his- 
tory, and that the purpose of the coming 
struggle will be an attempt by men to de- 
throne God and to enthrone the Man of 
Sin. -There is a world-wide revolt against 
God which is leading straight to world- 
judgment. 

In the World War Christian fought 
against Christian, Jew against Jew, Mos- 
lem against Moslem, pagan against pagan. 
Careful Bible scholars are declaring that 
the next great war will be fought, not for 
commercial or national supremacy, not 
primarily for the consolidation of the gov- 
ernments of earth under one head, but to 
dethrone God from his sovereignty over 
the earth. 

David, seeing with prophetic vision the 
things coming upon the earth, writes in 
Psalm 2: “The kings of the earth set 
themselves, and the rulers take counsel 
together, against the Lord, and against 
his anointed, saying, Let us break their 
bands asunder, and cast away their cords 
from us.” The prophet Zechariah sees the 
same coming world struggle against God: 
“Then shall Jehovah go forth, and fight 
against those nations . . . and his feet 
shall stand in that day upon the mount 
of Olives” (Zech. 14:3, 4). 
“Semi-Finals” in the Deadly Conflict 

There will be, it is true, many prelim- 
inary skirmishes, many terrific battles, be- 
fore “the battle of that great day of God 
Almighty.” Japan and China will no doubt 
proceed in their undeclared war; the re- 
publics of South America will continue 
to fight over boundary lines; the nations 
of Europe, chafing under the restraints and 
unnatural fellowships imposed by the treaty 
of Versailles, will fight and fight again, 
seeking more natural relationships, aligning 
themselves into federations corresponding 
to the outlines and boundaries of the an- 
cient Roman Empire. But all this is pre- 
liminary to the final and decisive battle 
which must come on earth between the 
forces of Satan and the forces of Christ. 
None of the battles of the World War, 
and none of the coming struggles for 
national supremacy, for commercial advan- 
tage, or for racial domination, explains 
the feverish preparation for war that the 
whole world is making today. What we 
are witnessing today over the face of the 
earth is a veritable revolt against God and 
against his Christ. 

On every side are declarations that the 
faith of our fathers has been outgrown. 
That the Christian Church is moribund. 
That its day has passed. That there is no 
hope for the race in the institution which, 
in the ages gone, blessed the world, fos- 
tered human liberty, and founded benevo- 
lent institutions, Time was, we are told, 
when the hope of the life to come was 
sufficient incentive to heroic living and te 


Men who are at war with God can- 
not bring peace on And the 
vast majority of the human race are 
at war with God. Unbelieving or 
Modernistic pacifists declare that 
there must be no more war. The 
nations go steadily forward in war 
preparations unprecedented since the 
beginning of the world. While there 
are plenty of international wars im- 
minent, which may break out at an 
time, the greatest and final war will 
be, actually and literally, with vast 
milit=:y organization, waged by men 
against God and Christ.

righteous relations among men. The old 
faith gave peace of soul, promoted exalta- 
tion of spirit, and satisfied the longings 
of the human heart for divine fellowship. 
A man with no treasures on earth could 
yet lay up treasures in Heaven, and “by 
the faith of joys to come” could “walk 
through deserts dark as night,” a victor 
over every fear and foe. But now the 
world is informed that the Christian re- 
ligion is outgrown. New scientific knowl- 
edge has taken the place of the old the- 
ological concepts; sociology has superceded 
salvation; and all Christian doctrine must 
be eradicated from the hearts and experi- 
ences of men and eliminated from their 
thought. 

The extent to which this poison has 
permeated the Church is indicated by the 
number of evangelical colleges and ortho- 
dox theological seminaries that the Mod- 
ernists have ruthlessly captured in recent 
decades, and by the conscienceless use by 
them of money given and institutions 
erected for the teaching of the Bible as 
the Word of God and the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ as the only salvation for a lost 
world. In many of these stolen institutions 
every evangelical doctrine is denied, the 
supernatural is eliminated, man is deified, 
and God is dethroned. We have only to 
read the recent report of the Appraisal 
Commission of the Laymen’s Foreign Mis- 
sions Inquiry to realize that there is in the 
Church of Christ today a considerable ele- 
meiit waging eternal and vicious war, not 
only on the distinctive doctrines of the 
Church, but on Christ himself as the Head 
of the Church. 


Sappers Under Our. Civilization 

In almost every newspaper and in the 
great majority of magazines we read the 
reiterations of those who deny the doctrines 
of the Christian Church, denounce those 
who hold to the teachings of Scripture, 
and deplore the disastrous effects which 
they aver the conservative doctrines of the 
Christian Church are having upon the 
morals and thought-life of the world. 

That professed Christian ministers. and 
members of the Church of Christ could be 


deceived by the fallacies of Modernism and 
not perceive that “a deceived heart hath 
led them astray”; not realize that, by be- 
ing turned from the truth of God to fables, 
they have not only made faith impossible 
for countless youth of the land, but by so 
doing have destroyed the foundations’ of 
righteous government and prepared the way 
for the overthrow of the institutions of 
civilization —this is the supreme tragedy 
of our age. Here we have concrete and 
conclusive evidence of the supreme power 
of the spirit of lawlessness that the apos- 
tle Paul declared: was at work in the world. 
Here is the trail of the Serpent. “Free- 
dom” from faith in God, the sovereign 
Ruler of earth, “turns mobs into blood- 
thirsty beasts.” 

At this point we begin to perceive how 
the religious apostasy of our age, carefully 
cultivated through preceding decades, is 
the necessary forerunner of the radical 
political revolutions that must take place 
before the world can be prepared for a 
supergovernment with the Antichrist at its 
head. Before the Supreme Dictator of 
the ages can sit on the throne of a unified 
world-government there must be dictators 
at the heads of many national governments 
who will “give their authority and power 
to the Beast.” 


Looking for a Superman 


Concerning the political situation in 
Europe, Sir Philip Gibbs is quoted as 
saying: “The nations of Europe are sick, 
sick almost to death and filled with the 
sense of impending ruin and a dreadful 
anxiety for the future. Without some 
miraculous spiritual revelation the civiliza- 
tion of the continent of Europe is doomed.” 
Mussolini, quoted by the London Daily 
Express, has said: “Europe is drifting 
to disaster and revolution. Democracy is 
nothing, the people are nothing. In every 
country they are weary of talk. They need 
men of action. They cannot save them- 
selves; they need saviours—and there 
are no saviours.” Floyd Gibbons is re- 
ported to have said to a radio audience, as 
he thought of the lack of leaders in Europe,

Approach to the Lesson 


66 HIS is. your hour, and the power 
of darkness,” our Lord said to the 
chief priests and elders who came 
to arrest him in the Garden of Gethsemane 
(Luke 22:53). The world’s darkest mid- 
night was approaching, when man put God 
upon the cross. In this lesson we study 
the shadows that deepened hour by hour 
until Calvary — the betrayal, the arrest, the 
desertion, the trial, the denial. Darkest 
of those shadows was Gethsemane. But 
even in the shadows there were lights 
flashing through, giving promise of the 
coming day that would burst upon the 
world on resurrection morn. 


The Historical Setting 


The Last Supper took place on Thurs- 
day, after sundown, followed by the Lord’s 
arrest about midnight. We are taking the 
view that this happened at the Passover sup- 
per, and if so, it was the fifteenth of Nisan 
(beginning at sundown), the same Jewish 
day that our Lord was crucified, probably 
April 7, A. D. 30. The Passover lamb 
was killed on the fourteenth, between three 
and five o'clock. 


Verse by Verse 


Matt. 26:31.—Then saith Jesus. This 
warning probably came before they left 
the room (John 13: 36-38). All ye shall 


stumble when the terrible test comes (Matt. 
11:6). I will smite the shepherd, and the 
sheep of the flock shall be scattered. In 
this remarkable prophecy, God speaks of 
Christ as “my shepherd” and “the man that 
is my fellow’ (Zech. 13:7). The sword 
of judgment fell on the Shepherd. A fur- 
ther fulfillment of the prophecy is the 
scattering of Israel among the nations, to 
culminate in the final judgment, in which 
two-thirds will be cut off and the remnant 
saved at Christ’s second coming (Zech. 
13:8). 

Verse 36.--Unto a place called Geth-

the slope of Mt. Olivet, across the ravine 
Kidron, about three-quarters of a mile from 
the city wall, on the road to Bethany (John 
18:1, 2). The name means oil press. The 
traditional Gethsemane, with its eight an- 
cient olive trees, is doubtless very near the 
place of our Lord’s agony, though all the 
trees of that time about Jerusalem were 
cut down by the Romans. 


Verse 37—Took with him Peter and 
the two sons of Zebedee. These three, 
with him at the time of his highest glory 
on transfiguration mount, now are with him 
at the time of his deepest woe. -And at 
both times they were overcome by sleep. 

Verse 38.—My soul is exceeding sorrow- 
ful, even unto death. He was crucified 
through weakness (2 Cor. 13:4), and the 
horror of bearing the sin of the world was 
coming upon him. This agony was a cli- 
max of the ministry of the One who was 
the “man of sorrows, and acquainted with 
grief” (Isa. 53:3). Tarry ye here, and 
watch with me. He wanted human sym- 
pathy and felt the need of comforters. But 
when the agony increased he had to go 
apart even from the three, to meet -alone 
with the Father. 


Verse 39.—O my Father, if it be pos- 
sible, let this cup pass from me, The “cup” 
was a figurative expression for great suf- 
fering or for great joy (Psa. 75:8; Isa. 
SL: 1%; Psa, 16583-93253 116: 13). This 
cup was the cup the Father had given him 
(John 18:11). See also Matthew 20: 22. 


It was what was involved in becoming sin 
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for us, including the awful separation from 
the Father. For him who knew no sin it 
was unutterable agony, beyond what un- 
aided human nature could bear (2 Cor. 5: 
21; Luke 22: 43). Many able and reverent 
students hold that Christ was praying for 
deliverance from premature death, under 
this agony, and that he was heard, accord- 
ing to Hebrews 5:7. But after Geth- 
semane the same cup is still before him to 
drink (John 18:11). He was heard, and 
he was delivered out of death,—not out 
of premature death, but in an infinitely 
greater way, out of the death of the cross 
by the resurrection. 


Verse 40.—He cometh unto the disciples. 
Looking for comforters, but finding none 
(Psa. 69:20). Findeth them asleep. For 
sorrow, and overborne by the long, over- 
whelming day (Luke 22:45). Saith unto 
Peter. The leader, and the one who said 
he would die with him. The other two 
were they who said they could drink his 
cup (Matt. 20:22). 


Verse 41.—Watch and pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation. Peter’s battle was 
lost here in the garden, as the Saviour’s 
was won. This is the prayer, “Lead us 
not into temptation,” that is, into tempta- 
tion that will result in sin. The spirit 
tndeed is willing, but the flesh is weak. 
A loving recognition of their heart’s sym- 
pathy, but also a reason why they need 
to keep awake and pray that the flesh may 
not overcome the spirit. 


Verse 42—If this cup may not pass. 
Better, “cannot’ pass,” a recognition that 
it is not the will of the Father that it 
should pass, and further evidence that it 
means the cup of Calvary. Thy will be 
done. Not resignation, but full and willing 
entering into the Father’s will. 


Verse 43.—Came and found them asleep 
again. How touching that he goes from 
the depths of his agony back to his dis- 
ciples. They are on his heart. But noth- 
ing was to make it easier for him to drink 
this cup. 


Verse 45.—Sleep on now, and take your 
rest. That is, the opportunity for watching 
with him is now over. He has won the 
victory, and is now ready to face his 
enemies and the cross. The hour ts at 
hand. When his hour had not yet come, 
they never could lift a finger against him 
(John 7:6, 8, 30; 8:20). 


Verse 46.—Rise, let us be going. No 
contradiction to “sleep on,” which was in 
contrast to his former plea to wake and 
pray. He is at hand that doth betray me. 
A great multitude came (v. 47), but Jesus 
mentions only Judas. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The meaning of Gethsemane is to be 
found in John 3:16. God so loved that 
he gave his only begotten Son, — gave him 
to die, and gave him to endure the agony 
of the Garden. It would have been pos- 
sible for God to remove that cup, but not 
possible to remove it and save men. The 
suffering in Gethsemane and the love of 
God spoken of in John 3:16 are both 
unfathomable. There is another word in 
John 3:16 that also goes beyond our com- 
prehension, — the’ most terrible word in 
human language, the word “perish.” Those 
two things met in Gethsemane, the love 
of God for men, and death-dealing sin, the

The Busy Men's Corner

The Master and Cheap Scrap.—Though 
I should die with thee, yet will I not deny 
thee (Matt. 26:35). Here we have our 
dear old irrepressible. Peter! Peter, like 
some more of us, was forever making his 
bad breaks. Peter, the stone, was like some 
of the sandstones, weak when first quarried 
but getting stronger in the air and sun- 
light. Peter now approaches his crowning 
catastrophe. 

Peter, and this is not to be taken as 
near-profanity, twice played the devil with 
his discipleship. Once Jesus had to say 
to him, “Get .thee behind me, Devil!” and 
this time —oh, well, didn’t Jesus say the 
Devil was the father of liars? (Matt. 16: | 
23; John 8: 44.) 

For one I would not have this rough 
and tumble, blundering Galilee fisherman 
out of the Gospel picture for anything. 
He, with his lying and cursing and deny- 
ing is one of the greatest proofs of the 
genuineness of the Gospel story. No in- 
ventor or faker would ever haye created 
out of his imagination a cursing and lying 
Peter for a leader of an apostolic band, 
for the establishing of a new religion. 

Here in the Coatesville mills the master 
steel man is he who can take the poorest 
and cheapest materials and convert them 
into high grade steel. Jesus is the Mas- 
ter Refiner looking for the poor and cheap 
Peter —and you and me. There is a steel 
works here in Pennsylvania which was able 
awhile ago to take many orders away from 
other mills by lower prices. Investigation 
revealed the fact that while its competitors 
were buying high grade pig iron and scrap 
this mill’s master steel maker had discov- 
ered how to make the finest goods out of 
the cheapest scrap, to wit, stove plate. 

This is just what the Lord Jesus does 
with the weak and breakable cheap 
“Peters.” I have just finished reading 


again after many years “Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress,” as illustrated by our friend Wade 
Smith with his Little Jetts. It is fine. 
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Get it. (May be had from the Times Book 
Service, 1721 Spring Garden St., Philadel- 
phia, $1.60 postpaid.) But I am reminded 
that John Bunyan when the Lord Jesus 
got him was cheap stove plate scrap— 
nothing but a drunken tinker! 


The Sleepers.—He cometh unto the dis- 
ciples, and findeth them asleep, and saith 
unto Peter, What, could ye not watch with 
me one hour? (v. 40.) Peter happens to 
be all of us. Perhaps better say nearly all 
of us, probably ninety-nine out of the hun- 
dred. The hundredth man does not go to 
sleep on duty. He can watch hour after 
hour. Indeed, we have come to call him 
in honor, “The Hundredth Man.” Frank 
Stockton, the novelist, once wrote a fine 
story about him under this title. Peter 
later grew into the Hundredth Man class, 
with few like him. 

These three are not the last of the dis- 
ciples of the Lord Jesus who are sound 
asleep. There are many of the Lord’s peo- 
ple who have much to deliver in the way 
of suggestion or criticism but actually do 
nothing in the way of service. Much in 
evidence on dress occasions, but when. it 
comes to doing a little “watching” are 
sound asleep to the opportunity. 

Try them some day in the matter of a 
job in the Sunday school, either as a mem- 
ber of an adult class, to set a good ex- 
ample and obtain a benefit, or as the 
teacher, or some other office, and see what 
you get for a reply. Indeed, the present 
writer has known cases where the whole 
church, from minister td sexton, instead of 
being on the “watch” were sound asleep 
in a world alive with the Lord’s enemies. 
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Yes, some of these are my friends whom 
I have been trying to awaken for many a 
day. 


The Gentle and Kindly Master.—He 
came and found them asleep again... . 
He left them ... and prayed the third 
time ... the same words (vs. 43, 44). 
What was the real trouble with Peter, 
James, and John? They did not believe 
what Jesus said about his time having come 
and about being offered up. They had not 
the remotest idea that the treasurer of their 
group was even then on his way with the 
police to take their Master. Had they 
known they would not have been “taking 
it easy.” 

These three were no physical cowards. 
They were fishermen sailors, used to look- 
ing danger in the face on their treacherous 
Lake in its worst tumults. Beside, what 
harm covld come to Jesus with his tre- 
mendous power, and especially in this re- 
tired garden? The three were workers, 
and good workers, like most out-door men. 
Good workers are always good sleepers. 
Old miserable Mr. Insomnia is a pest un- 
known up and down the Creek in Coates- 
ville wherg the iron boils in the furnaces 
and the great plates are-rolled and sheared. 
It has always been our professional citi- 
zens who could not sleep, lost their minds, 
and took their lives. (Aside: If you ever 
get so you cannot drop to sleep, don’t 
bother counting imaginary sheep jumping 
a fence. Have some cord wood in the cel- 
lar with a saw buck and good saw. Go 
down and saw wood for an hour; come up 
and go to the ice chest and dig out some- 
thing you like, say a half of a cherry pie, 
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a hunk of cheese, and a glass of milk. Go 
back to bed and you'll sleep.) RAs 4, 

One time some “plain Friends” came to 
our home. They couldn’t sleep or eat. 
They brought their own special food in 
the shape of “gem crackers.” Mother 
wouldn’t stand for the “gem crackers dys- 
pepsia food.” Made them eat real food. 
They slept so well we had trouble getting 
them up in the mornings. After a week’s 
visit they departed a new pair of Quaker 
ministers ! 

Jesus didn’t blame his friends very much, 
his admonition was gentle and kindly, as 
it ever is. The first time, a rebuke of 
Peter, “What, could ye not watch with me 
one hour?” The last time, “Sleep on now, 
and take your rest,” like a mother to a 
child (Isa. 66:13; John 13:1).

that, think of how many greater reasons 
for staying awake! They knew their Mas-- 
ter was rapidly approaching a crisis; he 
had just told them so. They knew there 
was a crushing burden on his heart; they 
could see it. Peter had been told by the 
Lord that he would actually be disloyal 
to him three times that very night before 
the cock would crow. He had selected 
those three disciples, leaving the other eight 
near the edge of the garden, while he took 
the trio with him as special companions 
in a great crisis. He had said to them: 
“My soul is exceeding sorrowful, even 
unto death: tarry ye here, and watch with 
me,” —then went a little farther into the 
shadows to pour out his soul in agony to 
God. Returning in a little while and find- 
ing them asleep, he awakened them and 
reproached them, saying to Peter — this 
man who had boasted his loyalty — “What, 
could ye not watch with me one hour?” 
The amazing thing is that they went to 
sleep again. Returning a second time, the 
Lord did not awaken them, but went back 
to his blood-sweating prayer. Returning 
the third time, the Lord said to them, 
“Sleep on now, and take your rest: be- 
hold, the hour is at hand, and the Son of 
man is betrayed into the hands of sinners.” 
Then followed the midnight arrest of Jesus, 
and he went out of the garden with his 
tormentors to his trial and to his death on 
the cross. 

Now, fellows, that’s hard to understand, 
isn’t it? Of course, no matter how much 
they had. stood on guard, they could not 
have prevented the arrest. That wasia’t 
what the Lord wanted, anyhow. He just 
wanted the comfort of their presence and 
wide-awake concern in this his. extreme 
hour of suffering. He felt that he could. 
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count on that; they were the three who 
were in closest intimacy with him—to 
whom he had confided the most. Surely 
they would stand by him while he prayed. 
But they didn’t. They went to sleep, in- 
stead. And you fellows are saying that 
was yellow. You would never treat a 
friend that way. ; m 

Well, now let’s see about that. Maybe 
we are doing worse than they did. The 
Lord needs wide-awake concern on the part 
of his followers today. I believe he needs 
it more than he did that night in Geth- 
semane. The arrest and trial and crucifix- 
ion were bound to come. The trio could 
not stop that. It did come, and all that 
terrible thing is past; and the Lord Jesus 
has ascended to the Father and sits upon 
his right hand; and he has sent to us here 
the Holy Spirit to guide and empower us 
in the great work made possible by those 
tragic events. There is something you and 
I can do for him. It is the thing he died 
to make possible. But it won’t be done 
unless you and I are wide-awake and con- 
cerned enough to keep awake and do it. 
He does not need us in the Garden of 
Gethsemane. That was then. . The scene 
has shifted and he needs us elsewhere — 
just as much, and more. He needs us in 
your town and my town; in your gang and 
my gang; in your home and my home; in 
your generation and my generation; among 
your neighbors and my neighbors; in your 
church and my church; on the streets of 
your city and my city; in your mountains 
and my mountains. He needs us (by 
prayer or gifts or in person) across your 
ocean. and my ocean; acress your border 
and my border. There is just lots to do, 
fellows. More to do than ever before. He 
died that it might be done — now — by you 
and me. 

And he wants loyal, wide-awake fellows. 
Are. you that kind?

HIS is a solemn lesson (Matt. 26: 

36-46), and should be approached with 
great reverence.. Little children are quick 
to know how deeply a teacher feels the 
story he or she is telling. Pray much over 
this lesson, that the Holy Spirit may create 
the right atmosphere, and remove all trace 
of lightness from the minds of the little 
listeners. Ask for a deeper love in your 
own heart, teacher, and that you may have 
a fuller realization of what the Saviour 
endured for you personally. 

Briefly outline the events previous to our 
story — the Supper, the departure of Judas, 
the last hymn, and the walk to the Garden 
of. Gethsemane. Why did the Lord go 
there? To pray. Bring out the fact that 
if the Lord Jesus needed to pray, how much 
more we need to do so. 

The intensity of his prayer is described 
in Hebrews 5:7 and Luke 22: 44. As our 
Substitute, he was about to be separated 
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from God, the Father, that his people might 
partake of salvation. For those who have 
accepted Christ as their personal Saviour, 
there is now no “sting” in death (cf. 1 
Cor. 15:55, 56). That One who had never 
known sin should be loaded with it (1 Pet. 
2:24; 2 Cor. 5:21); in fact, should be- 
come the embodiment of sin in the sight 
of his Father, with whom he had always 
been in perfect unison, must have been un- 
speakable agony and horror. Yet he said, 
“Not as I will, but as thou wilt.” 

Why did the Lord address the words 
in verse 40 to Peter? Because Peter had 
boasted of his great love for his Master 
(vs. 33, 35), yet he could not remain awake 
and “watch” with him for “one hour.” 
How often we, like Peter, in spite of all 
our love for the Lord Jesus, fail him in 
the little things he asks us to do for him. 
There are many things we cannot do be- 
cause we are too young, or too small, or 
too poor, but let us not fail him in the 
little obediences, the little loving acts, the 
little self-denials which he asks of us.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
The King and His Kingdom 
XXII. The King Suffering for His Kingdom: 
1.In the shadow of the coming cross. 
2. In the “garden of prayer.” 


URELY your girls have not failed to 

see how different this King of kings is 
from all other kings, and in this study 
we find the greatest. difference of all. 
Usually others must die in loyalty to an 
earthly king, but here is the King prepar- 
ing to die himself for his Kingdom-sub- 
jects! And the shadow of that death and 
its attendant sufferings had long lain across 
his path and his heart. How long, in its 
exact form, none can say certainly, but if 
your girls will turn back to Matthew 16: 
21 they will hear the King beginning to 
teach his followers that he must suffer and 
actually “be killed” in the fulfillment of 
his mission as Redeemer-King. 


1. Now help your girls to turn rapidly 
through all the intervening chapters in 
this Gospel and-note the shadow of that 
coming death as it falls across the inspired 
narrative —as it must have fallen across 
the King’s mind and heart, as they who 
followed him must have heard it in his 
voice and seen it in his face. Note the 
plain words, or unmistakable implications, 
in the following verses: 17:12, 22, 23; 
20: 17-19, 28; 21:39; 26:12 and continu- 
ously through 46, including our lesson pas- 
sage for this week. 

2. So, when this sorrow-laden King leaves 
that passover room, with its dark shadow 
evident to all there with him, interpreted to 
them in his own words of-his broken body 
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and his shed blood, we are not surprised 
to find that shadow darkening to its deep- 
est gloom in the quiet garden of prayer — 
the “place called Gethsemane.” How often 
this had been the place of sweet communion 
with his Father, a veritable “prayer-place” 
for the King, now offering him its shel- 
tered retreat for the last time! 

After a reverent reading of Matthew’s 
words about it, can your girls choose what 
is to them the strongest evidence of the 
anguish in the suffering King’s heart, while 
there? Was it his plea for the silent sym- 
pathy of his chosen three; or his own con- 
fession to them of his exceeding sorrow 
“even unto death”; or his very! posture of 
agonizing prayer; or his thrice-repeated 
cry? Would not any one of these alone 
mark his suffering that night as enough to 
break his heart in death before he could 
come to that hour on the cross to which 
he had long been looking? Oh, what has 
been the cost to our King of our sins!

47 HILE looking about in an old church, 
a visitor came across a ship’s bell 
hanging in the vestibule.

The old bell was being used for 
a strong box. As such it was probably 
very useful, but that was not what the 
bell had originally been intended for. It 
was intended. to ring. Christians cannot 
ring clear and true, if they are choked 
with money, or with the love of it. 
ye 
There are two principal ways in which a 
Christian, or anyone, for that matter, may 
misuse money. The one is to hoard it. The 
Parable of the Rich Fool (Luke 12: 16- 
21) shows the folly of hoarding for selfish 
enjoyment. Our Scripture lesson with re- 


gard to the pounds shows the danger of 
laying up money and failing to put money 
to the proper use. 

It is equally wrong to spend money fool- 
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ishly. The Parable of the Prodigal Son 
(Luke 15: 11-32) brings us this lesson, 
as we learn of the young man who “wasted 
his substance in riotous living.” The recent 
years of depression have brought home to 
many Christians, as well as unbelievers, 
the folly of thriftlessness mortgaging the 
future in times of plenty. 


God’s plan for the use of money for 
the Christian is that of stewardship, as 
is emphasized in our Scripture lesson in 
the Parable of the Pounds. The lesson 
for us here is that what we possess, and 
even what we earn, is not our own to do 
with as we please, God has given it to 
us. He has given us, initially, the strength, 
ability, and the opportunity to earn money, 
and he expccts us to administer this trust 
in such a way: that he will get a return 
for his investment in us. 

we 

Stewardship does not preclude the sav- 
ing of a reasonable part of what we earn, 
in investments, insurance, annuities, and 
the: like. -It is right that we should trust 
our heavenly Father to take care of us in 
old age, or in case of accident or illness. 
But. he more often does this through thrift 
and wise investments than through some 
supernatural means, or by having us be- 
come public charges, or burdens upon rela- 
tives, 

oe 

Stewardship does not prevent us from 
spending sufficient money upon clothing and 
upon other necessities of life, so that we 
may appear neatly and tastefully dressed. 
We have a loving heavenly Father, who 
clothes the grass and the lilies of the field 
most beautifully and serviceably. He is 
a “much more” Father to-us (Matt. 6: 
30), who will provide also for our suit- 
able clothing. But he does this most often 
by’ giving us common sense, and good taste, 
and the ability to earn our living. He is 
entirely able and does work miracles when 
necessary to clothe his children, but these 


- are the exceptions rather than the rule. 


ve 
On. the other hand, true stewardship 
means that we must avoid all extravagance 
and foolish spending of what belongs to 
our heavenly Father. It means that we 
are to go to him for wisdom and direction 
in spending the money he permits us to 
have and to earn. It.means that we will 
recognize first his claim upon our sub- 
stance, and count it-a privilege to spend 
such portions as he directs in the spreading 
of the Gospel, in the support of the work 
of the church, in gifts to benevolent enter- 
prises, and the like.
